I would like to request you to kindly consider the following points and to publish my views on the draftParliamen- 
tary Constituencies of Arunachal Pradesh :— 

1. In the draft Publication of the Assembly segments of 31\Liromoba, 32-Aalo Urban, 33-Aalo Rural, 34- 
Likabali has been put under 2-Arunachal East bifurcating the district of West Siang. The bifurcation of West 
Siang District will cause great inconvenience to the people of West Siang, Administratively and Socially. 
The four Assembly segments should be merged with 1-Arunachal West Parliamentary Constituency, as it 
was earlier without dividing West Siang District. 

Z The 29-Rumgong (ST) Assembly Constituency may kindly be merged with 2-Arunachal East Parliamentary 
Constituency, 

3. In West Kameng District the distance between Thrizino Circle and Nafra Circle is more than 250 Kms. 
Therefore, the inclusion of Thrizino Circle with 7-Bomdila Assembly Constituency is unjustified. Therefore, 
Thrizino Circle should be retained as part of earlier 6-Thrizino-Sinchung Assembly Constituency. 
Moreover, this will avoid the division of Aka Community which is a Minor Tribe.
